Alcohol-impaired drivers 
in Alberta will be met with 
harsher penalties by sum¬ 
mer’s end, says the solicitor 
general. 

Jonathan Denis, who 
held the public security- 
focused post prior to the 
recent provincial election 
campaign, says the plan is 
to introduce immediate, in¬ 


definite suspensions for .08 
violations by the first week 
of July and three-day vehicle 
seizures for .05 violations by 
the end of August. 

“I am not against drink¬ 
ing, just drinking and driv¬ 
ing,” Denis said. 

The incumbent narrowly 
defeated Wildrose candidate 
and lawyer Richard Jones in 
Monday’s provincial ballot. 
Jones had claimed the new 
legislation would turn aver¬ 
age Albertans into criminals 
before they were ever con¬ 
victed. 

But criticism of the meas¬ 
ures remains. 

Local defence lawyer Ian 
Savage said he and a number 
of colleagues will be fully 
prepared to challenge the 


.08 measure this summer. 

“We will wait until a 
client is charged and sus¬ 
pended and then take that 
as a test case to court,” he 
said. 

A British Columbia judge 
did deem a move towards 
90-day suspensions for .08 
violators in that province 
unconstitutional in Decem¬ 
ber. 

“At the end of the day if 
somebody wants to chal¬ 
lenge something in court, 
that’s their right,” he said. 

Police services in both 
Calgary and Edmonton con¬ 
tacted by Metro Wednesday 
said they had not been pro¬ 
vided with a specific time¬ 
line for rolling out the legis¬ 
lation.

Leaked images not what 
will be presented to city 


Following a judgment 
reached in a courtroom 
that will allow alcohol at a 
rave this weekend, Alberta 
Health Services says they’re 
prepared. 

Elements, promoted as 
the largest electronic music 
event in western Canada, 
will run 3 p.m, to 3 a.m, 
Friday and Saturday at the 
Northlands Expo Centre, 
with 12,000 in attendance 
each day 

“It’s a pretty massive 
event,” AHS spokesperson 
Kerry Williamson said 
Wednesday “(But) we’ve 
been preparing for this 
along vath the city and 
Edmonton police and, of 
course, the organizers as 
well.” 

There will be extra 
emergency room doctors 
working and additional 
physicians on call, as well 
as an emergency physician 
on site, said Williamson. 

That is in addition to 
EMS and EPS staff usually 
on hand at raves. 

Recent criticisms of 
these raves include the mix 
of alcohol and drugs, along 
with a spike in sexual as¬ 
saults — concerns which 
prompted city council to 
ask for a safety plan from 
organizer Boodang Canada 
and Northlands to say they 
wouldn’t allow alcohol, 
an action the organizers 
fought against and won. 

While extra staff is ap- 
phed during large events, 
such as the Edmonton Indy 
and Capital Ex, Williamson 
said this weekend’s event 
will require extra atten¬ 
tion. 

“It is a large group of 
people (and there is a) 
potential of health issues,” 
he said. 

City spokesperson 
Corwin Odland said LRT 
service will be extended 
until after 3 a.m. to help 
get people home safely.

Preliminary images showing 
design work on a proposed 
downtown arena will not be 
what is presented to council 
on May 16. 

“They will change and 
evolve from this,” said City 
of Edmonton spokesperson 
Robert Moyle s. 


The city released the im¬ 
ages Wednesday after they 
were leaked. 

“They shouldn’t have 
been leaked out at this 
point,” said Conn. Tony 
Caterina. “Because they are 
not the actual design. 

“I don’t think that did 
anybody a service, let alone 
the public.” 

Conn. Kim Kmshell 
agreed. “It’s disappointing 
for sure,” Kmshell said. 

Caterina said things will 
“stew for about two and a 
half weeks,” before the coun¬ 
cil meeting, at which time 
there may be more ques¬ 
tions. 

The city said in a release 
that both “design work and 
images will continue to 
evolve based on review by 


the city, the Katz Group, the 
architect and the project 
manager.” 

The four images feature 
a futuristic building of steel 
and glass shaped like a pork 
chop that is open to daylight, 
with a tall pedway over 104 
Avenue that would drop 
people down to a new public 
square. 

Project executive direc¬ 
tor Rick Daviss said the ren¬ 
derings are modern, curve- 
linear and free-flowing, 
while Edmonton Oilers’ 
president Patrick LaForge 
said they looked “fantastic.” 

A poll conducted online 
by Metro showed 85 per cent 
of respondents loved the im¬ 
ages, 2.5 per cent hated them 
and 12.5 per cent didn’t care 
either way. 


Next steps: 


• Following the pres¬ 
entation to council, 
public consultation 
in person, online and 
over the phone will 
kick off in late May. 


• After that, an updated 
package will go before 
council, who will make 
the final design deci¬ 
sion. 


• The $30 million worth 
of design work is 

included in the $450 
million budget for the 
project.

Prof proffers primer on primitive prescriptions 



U of A Prof. Michael Mucz spent some 20 years gathering stories for his book 
on the home medicines of Alberta’s early Ukrainian immigrants, contributed 


If you were a Ukrainian set¬ 
tler of the Prairies in the ear¬ 
ly 1900s, odds are you used a 
cow-manure poultice on an 
occasion or two. 

Lemon was taken all the 
time for internal ailments, 
as was garlic (both inside and 
out) — rub it on your feet and 
soon you’ll smell it on your 
breath. 

But how about skunk and 
bear fat as topical remedies, 
pigeon blood for warts and 
moonshine for, well, every¬ 
thing? 

“Medicine was primitive 
back then. Rather than have 


something lopped off by a 
doctor, people used whatever 
was available, like animal and 
garden products. Bottom line 
is it worked and people were 
desperate,” said Michael 
Mucz, a University of Alberta 
biology professor who chron¬ 
icles the curious and some¬ 
times amusing home rem¬ 
edies in a new book Babas’s 
Kitchen Medicines: Folk Rem¬ 
edies of Ukrainian Settlers in 
Western Canada. 

Mucz spoke to some 200 
children of early pioneers, 
most in their 80s, compiling 
a folksy tribute to those who 


faced the harsh conditions. 
It’s also a tribute to his own 
Ukrainian ancestry. 

“Many of the remedies do 
have a basis in science,” said 
Mucz, pointing to the old use 
of urine on chapped hands 
and feet to the same way uric 
acid is now found in drug¬ 
store lotions. And that cow 
manure? 

“Plant material, bacteria, 
fungi — it’s an antibiotic 
stew,” he added. 

Mucz’s book can be found 
online and at the Ukrainian 
Cultural Heritage Village.

All-night body-rub massage 
parlours could soon face re¬ 
stricted hours, as police have 
concerns about safety. 

“We believe 24-hour 
operations increase the 
opportunity for sexual ex¬ 


ploitation,” EPS acting Supt. 
Stewart Callioux told a coun¬ 
cil committee on Wednes¬ 
day. 

A bylaw affecting busi¬ 
ness licences passed last fall 
allows half of the city’s 38 
known establishments to 
operate 24 hours a day, in¬ 
stead of the prior 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m. 

“The whole point is more 


control over this industry,” 
said Conn. Ben Henderson. 
“And we may have walked in 
the wrong direction on this 
one.” 

According to a city re¬ 
port, 80 per cent of women 
surveyed while working in 
the centres shared the EPS’ 
concerns. 

Despite that, changes 
were not recommended due 


to a lack of empirical evi¬ 
dence.

Prince George, B.C. 
Second death in 
fatal sawmill blast 



Reunited in death. 

Two brothers fought in 
Korean War, with one 
dying in battle in 1951 
and a second dying in 
June 2011 


Back in a country most of them 
saw for the first time more than 
half a century ago, about 50 
Canadian veterans of the Ko¬ 
rean War braved driving rains 
Wednesday to finally reunite a 
pair of brothers long since div¬ 
ided by the conflict. 

Archibald Hearsey, bom in 
Ignace, Ont., in 1929, had re¬ 
quested in his will that his ashes 
be returned to Korea and buried 
next to his older brother Joseph, 
who died in battle in 1951. 

Their remarkable story is 
one of the Korean War’s most 
powerful tales. 

Hearsey died in Jime of last 
year. Wednesday’s ceremony 
marked the first time a war vet¬ 
eran’s remains were brought 
back to be buried on South Ko¬ 
rean soil. 

“They were two smaU-town 


boys that were separated by 
war,” said Archibald’s daugh¬ 
ter, Debbie Kakagamic, who 
travelled to Korea with her son 
Solomon to attend the burial 
ceremony and visit her uncle’s 
grave. 

“Now they’re together 
again.” 

Joseph Hearsey was one of 


516 Canadian soldiers who died 
during the Korean War, which 
lasted from Jime 1950 to July 
1953. 

Canada was one of 16 for¬ 
eign countries that sent troops, 
and 26,791 Canadian soldiers 
fought. 

Health problems prevented 
Archibald Hearsey from ever 


returning to South Korea to visit 
his brother’s grave at the UN 
Memorial Cemetery in Busan, 
where 378 Canadians are bur¬ 
ied. 

“The Hearsey brothers may 
now rest in peace beside their 
comrades,” said David Chatter- 
son, Canada’s ambassador to 
South Korea, the Canadian press

Federal government 
applies to Supreme 
Court for leave to 
appeal recent decision 


Canada’s three main prosti¬ 
tution-control laws appear 
destined for scrutiny by the 
country’s highest court after 
the federal government an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it want¬ 
ed to appeal a decision that 
effectively legalized brothels. 

As a result, the lawyer 
who successfully challenged 
the ruling on behalf of sex- 
trade workers said he had no 
choice but to try to appeal 
the ruling that also upheld 
the ban on street prostitu¬ 
tion. 

In response to a challenge 
from three sex-trade work¬ 
ers, Ontario’s top court last 
month struck down the ban 
on bawdy houses on the basis 
that it increased the dangers 


prostitutes face because they 
are forced to work outside. 

In its application to the 
Supreme Court for leave to 
appeal, the federal govern¬ 
ment said the Ontario Court 
of Appeal judgment creates a 
“legislative void.” 

It also has an impact on 
police and prosecutions.

Sex-trade workers, who 
hailed the Ontario court rul¬ 
ing as a recognition of their

World Cup crash. Family 
blames negligence in 
course design for death 


Stunning neghgence in course 
design and safety features led to 
the “entirely avoidable” death 
of a Canadian skicross racer 
at a World Cup event in Switz¬ 
erland last month, his family 
argued Wednesday. 

In calling for a thorough, 
independent inquiiy into the 
death of Nik Zoricic, his family 
disputed the official position 
that he was killed in a “freak” 
accident. 

“The finish line was a death 
trap,” family lawyer Tim Dan- 
son alleged. 

“It is imacceptable that an 
elite athlete like Nik Zoricic can 
make a perfect landing, barely 
miss the finish line by one 
metre, and be killed for it.” 

Citing four reliable sources, 
Danson alleged that race au¬ 
thorities had been warned be¬ 
forehand that the course was 
imsafe. No one did an 3 ^hing, 
he said. 

“These concerns were ap¬ 
parently ignored,” Danson said. 
“As a result, Nik is dead.” 

The family said it had no 
plans for legi action provided 
a proper inquiiy is done, saying 
the aim is to avoid a repeat of 
the tragedy.

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'This thing’s huge.’ 
Fossil stumps scientists 


Experts are tiying to figure out 
what a fossil dubbed “Godzil- 
lus” used to be. 

The 68-kilogram fossil re¬ 
covered last year in Kentucky is 
more than two metres long. To 
the untrained eye, it looks like 
a bimch of rocks or a concrete 
blob. Experts are tiying to de¬ 
termine whether it was an ani¬ 
mal, mineral or a form of plant 
bfe from a time when the Cin¬ 
cinnati region was imderwater. 

Scientists at a Geological 
Society of America meeting 
viewed it Tuesday at the Day- 
ton Convention Center in 
Ohio. 

“We are looking for people 
who might have an idea of 
what it is,” said Ben Dattilo, an 
assistant professor of geology 
at Indiana University-Purdue 
University Fort Wa 5 me. 

Scientists say the fossil is 
450 million years old. Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati geologist Carl 
Brett said it’s the largest fossil 
ever extracted from that era in 
the Cincinnati region. 

“This is the ultimate cold 
case,” said Ron Fine, the Day- 
ton, Ohio, amateur paleontolo¬ 
gist who spotted the fossil on a 
hillside last year and gave it its 
name. 

“Like Godzilla, it’s a primor¬ 
dial beast that found its way 



to the modem era,” Fine said. 
Now 43, Fine has een collecting 
fossils since age four, and said 
he saw part of this one on a 
hillside off a Kentucky high¬ 
way nearly a year ago. 

“Most fossils around here 
are small, the size of your 
thumbnail or your thumb,” he 
said. “This thing’s huge.” 

He said it could be an early 
form of seaweed or kelp. 

“This one has us stumped,” 
said David Meyer, another UC 
geology professor. 

“Cincinnati was covered by 
a sea, 100 to 200 feet deep,” 
Meyer said. “Primitive shell¬ 
fish hved in it. But no fish.”

Testiug fiuds mad cow 
disease at U.S. plaut 



California. Authorities 
say consumers shouldn’t 
be alarmed; disease 
cannot be transmitted 
by contact among cows 


A nondescript building in 
the heart of California’s dairy 
coimtry has become the focus 
of intense scmtiny after mad 
cow disease was discovered in a 
dead daily cow. 

Two major South Korean 
retailers suspended sales of U.S. 
beef in response. 

Tests are performed on only 
a small portion of dead animals 
brought to the transfer facility 
in central California. 

The cow had died at one of 
the region’s hundreds of dair¬ 
ies, but hadn’t exhibited out¬ 
ward symptoms of the disease: 
imsteadiness, in co-ordination, 
a drastic change in behaviour 
or low milk production, ofiB- 
cials said. But when the animal 
arrived at the facihty with a 
tmcldoad of other dead cows 
on April 18, its 30-month-plus 
age and fresh corpse made it 
eligible for USDA testing. 


“We randomly pick a num¬ 
ber of samples throughout the 
year, and this just happened 
to be one that we randomly 
sampled,” Baker Commodities 
executive vice-president Den¬ 
nis Luckey said. “It showed no 
signs” of disease. 

The samples went to the 
food safety lab at the University 
of California, Davis on April 18. 
By April 19, markers indicated 
the cow could have bovine 
spongiform encephalopathy 
(BSE), a disease that is fatal to 
cows and can cause a deadly 
human brain disease in people 
who eat tainted meat. It was 
sent to the USDA lab in Iowa for 
further testing. 

Agriculture officials an- 
noimced the findings Tuesday: 
the animal had atypical BSE. 

That means it didn’t get the 
disease from eating infected 
cattle feed, said John Clifford, 
the Agriculture Department’s 
chief veterinaiy officer. 

It was “just a random muta¬ 
tion that can happen eveiy 
once in a great while in an 
animal,” said Bruce Akey, direc¬ 
tor of the New York State Vet¬ 
erinaiy Diagnostic Laboratoiy.

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Controversy over new 
state law in Arizona 


Supreme Court justices 
strongly suggested Wednes¬ 
day that they are ready to al¬ 
low Arizona to enforce part 
of a controversial state law 
that requires police officers 
to check the immigration 
status of people they think 
are in the country illegally. 

Liberal and conservative 
justices reacted skeptically to 
the Obama administration’s 
argument that the state ex¬ 
ceeded its authority when it 
made the records check, and 
another provision allowing 


suspected illegal immigrants 
to be arrested without a war¬ 
rant, part of the Arizona law 
aimed at driving illegal im¬ 
migrants elsewhere. 

“You can see it’s not sell¬ 
ing very well,” Justice Sonia 
Sotomayor told Obama ad¬ 
ministration Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral Donald Verrilli. 

It was unclear what the 
court would do with other 
aspects of the law that have 
been put on hold by lower 
federal courts. The other 
blocked provi¬ 


sions make it a state crime 
for immigrants not to have 
immigration registration 
papers and for illegal immi¬ 
grants to seek work or hold 
a job. 

Gov. Jan Brewer, who 
signed the law two years ago, 
was on hand for the final 
argument of the court’s term. 

The latest high court 
clash between the admin¬ 
istration and states turns 
on the extent of states’ 
role in immigration policy.

Secret Service scandal hits Congress 


Wikileaks. Charges stick 
for U.S. army private 
accused of leaking info 


A military judge refused on 
Wednesday to throw out the 
charges against a U.S. Army 
private accused of provid¬ 
ing thousands of sensitive 
documents to Wikileaks in 
the biggest leak of govern¬ 
ment secrets in the coun¬ 
try’s history. 

Army Col. Denise Lind 
denied the defence motion 
to dismiss all 22 charges dur¬ 
ing a pretrial hearing in the 


court-martial of Pfc. Bradley 
Manning. Manning is accused 
of sending hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of sensitive documents 
to Wikileaks, the anti-secrecy 
website run by Julian As¬ 
sange. 

The U.S. government says 
the publication of that 
material online aided al- 
Qaida in the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula.

Conflicting portraits of the 
Secret Service took stage Wed¬ 
nesday in Congress, as sen¬ 
ators challenged Homeland 
Security Secretaiy Janet Napol- 
itano to reconcile the image of 
agents who protect the lives of 
America’s president with the 
dozen officers and supervisors 
implicated in a humiliating 
prostitution scandal. 

Napolitano told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee that the 
incident in Colombia involv¬ 
ing as many as 20 women ap¬ 
peared to be an isolated one. 
She said the agency’s office of 


professional responsibility had 
not received any complaints in 
the past 2 1/2 years. She said 
investigators are reviewing 
earher time periods as well. 

“This behaviour was not 
part of the Secret Service way 
of doing business,” Napol¬ 
itano testified. “We are going 
to make sure that standards 
and training, if they need to 
be tightened up they are tight¬ 
ened.” 

The Colombia scandal has 
been widely denounced by 
official Washington, but it’s 
a delicate political matter 


in an election year with the 
presidency and congressional 
majorities at stake. 

The White House said 
Wednesday that the conduct 
of the employees punished 
in the ongoing scandal was 
“inappropriate” and unaccept¬ 
able for people representing 
the United States abroad. 

At the hearing, committee 
chairman Sen. Patrick Leahy, a 
Democrat, praised the Secret 
Service as “wise, very profes¬ 
sional men and women,” and 
called it shocking that so many 
of the agency’s employees 


were involved in the scandal. 

“It really was, I think, a 
huge disappointment to the 
men and women of the Secret 
Service to begin with, who 
uphold veiy high standards 
and who feel their own repu¬ 
tations are now besmirched 
by the actions of a few,” Napol¬ 
itano said. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham, a Re- 
pubhcan, pressed Napohtano 
about whether she believes 
this was the first incident in¬ 
volving prostitutes and the 
Secret Service.

Norway trial. Breivik 
claims psychiatric

Mass killer Anders Behring 
Breivik slammed a psychiat¬ 
ric report that declared him 
insane, insisting Wednesday 
it was based on “evil fabrica¬ 
tions” meant to portray him as 
irrational and unintelligent. 

“It is not me who is de¬ 
scribed in that report,” the 
right-wing extremist, who has 
admitted to killing 77 people 
in a July 22 bomb-and-shooting 
rampage, said in court. 

A second psychiatric 
examination found that Brei¬ 
vik was sane. The five-judge 
panel tr 3 dng Breivik on terror 
charges for the attacks will 


consider both reports. 

Breivik’s mental state is 
the key issue that remains 
unresolved in the trial, since 
he has admitted to a bombing 
in Oslo’s government district 
that killed eight people and 
a subsequent shooting mas¬ 
sacre at a Labor Party youth 
camp that left 69 people 
dead, most of them teen¬ 
agers. He claims the attacks 
were “necessary” and that the 
victims had betrayed Norway 
by embracing immigration. 

Breivik showed no re¬ 
morse Wednesday as he lis¬ 
tened to testimony describ¬ 
ing the horrific injuries of the 
bombing victims, declaring 
instead that if anyone should 
apologize it was the gov¬ 
erning Labor Party. 

Sounding irritated, the 
33-year-old Norwegian ac¬ 
cused the two psychiatrists 
who declared him psychotic 
of deciding on the diagnosis

Phoenix Jones: Masked 


It was just like a 
scene from a movie 
the day Real Life 
Superhero Phoenix 
Jones' assault char¬ 
ges were dropped. 
As more than a 
dozen journalists 
and photographers 
crowded around 
him, the 23-year- 
old Seattleite took 
off his black and 
gold mask for the 
first time in public. 
For two years, he 
had been known 
for fighting crime. 
That day he told the 
world, 'I'm Phoenix 
Jones. I'm also Ben 
Fodor. I also protect 
the city, I also am a 
father, I also am a 
brother. I'm just like 
everyone else.’ 



Some call them Real Life 
Superheroes. Others refer 
to them as crime fighters or 
crime-prevention patrollers. 
Phoenix Jones and his team, 
the “Rain City Superhero 
Movement,” call themselves a 
crime-prevention brigade. 

For the past two years, they 
have been arresting carjackers, 
attackers and people threat¬ 
ening others with guns in the 
troubled areas of Seattle. 

Equipped with bullet-proof 
vests, stab plating, pepper 
spray, Tasers and a first-aid 
kit, members of the 10-person 


team risk their hves to protect 
the hves of others. Even with 
protective equipment, the job 
is dangerous: Jones has been 
shot once and stabbed twice. 

Jones is a six-foot-tall, 
18 5-poimd mixed-martial-arts 
champion who calls on lessons 
learned in his tough childhood 
to build his strong character. 

Born to criminal parents 
who stole and sold narcotics, 
Jones — or Ben — was the 
middle child in a family of five. 
He was the only one who was 
sent to live in an orphanage 
until the age of five. “I guess it

was just luck of the draw. Just 
flip a coin,” he recalls. 

During that period of time, 
his mother got busted for sell¬ 
ing drugs out of her baby car¬ 
riage. When he was five, the 
system returned Jones to live 
with his father and siblings. 

Two years later, life took 
a dramatic turn. While Jones 
was waiting in the car for 
his father to come back from 
running errands, he heard 
gunshots. His father had at¬ 
tempted to rob a convenience 
store and was killed. 

Jones was placed in an or¬ 


phanage but he wasn’t like 
the others. Even though his 
mother was in prison, he had 
a parent. 

Jones was adopted at nine 
years old, but had to spend 
half the time with his new 
family and half the time at the 
orphanage. At 11 he moved to 
his new home permanently 
and settled into a new school, 
where Jones starting training 
in martial arts. By 14, he was 
already a black belt. 

After high school, he 
trained to work with autistic 
children, his passion for five 
years. 

In October 2011, Jones was 
charged with assault when he 
broke up a fight using pepper 
spray. His costume was taken 
and his identity was revealed 
as public record. Even though 
the charges were dropped, the 
authorities kept his uniform 
for weeks. 

Jones chose to embrace his 
circumstances, even though 
he lost his job and licence to 
work with the autistic because 
of the assault accusations. He 
faced the public bravely. Now, 
with a little less mystery, he 
continues to patrol, protect 
and inspire the citizens of Se¬ 
attle.

Lost jobs. Air Canada’s 
former parent

Air Canada’s former parent 
company was accused Wed¬ 
nesday of betraying work¬ 
ers by distributing millions 
of dollars among its share¬ 
holders as it winds down 
operations. 

Hundreds of protesters 
blocked a downtown Mont¬ 
real street where sharehold¬ 
ers at ACE Aviation’s annual 
meeting approved the plan 
to dissolve the holding com¬ 
pany after less than 10 years 
of operation. 

“They are going to dis¬ 
tribute $350 million that 
belongs to us,” Jean Poirier, 
vice-president of the Inter¬ 
national Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers, said on the steps 
of the Montreal Museum of 
Fine Arts. 

While Air Canada strug¬ 
gles under the weight of 
more than $4.3 billion of 
debt and hefty pension obli-

gations, ACE shareholders 
will split the spoils of sell¬ 
ing its various divisions. 

ACE barred reporters 
from its annual meeting. In 
a statement, it confirmed 
that shareholders approved 
the wind up of the com¬ 
pany and plans to distribute 
between $250 million and 
$300 million in the coming 
weeks. 

“The final distribution to 
shareholders will not occur 
earlier than mid-year 2013 
in order to allow that any 
remaining contingent liabil¬ 
ities be settled or otherwise 
provided for,” it said in the 
statement. 

The protesters accused 
the Harper Conservatives of 
being in a conspiracy with 
Air Canada by not enforcing 
a law critics say requires 
heavy maintenance work to 
be done in Canada.

LEAVES BAD 
TASTE IN OUR 
MOUTHS 

Anyone else find it weird that 
the levels of outrage over a $16 
John MTeroiie Orange juice and $25-billion 

metronews.ca/hesays fighter jets are roughly the 
same? 

I understand, though. 

It’s difficult to wrap one’s head around the Conserva¬ 
tives’ $10-billion discrepancy between stated and actual 
fighter-jet costs because the average Joe rarely finds $10 
billion in the couch cushions. It’s such a big boondoggle 
there’s no easy way to comprehend it. 

On the other hand, we’ve all had $16 and we’ve all had 
orange juice. 

So when we learn that Conservative MP Bev Oda had a 
taxpayer-funded $16 glass of juice at a super-posh London 
hotel — because the first five-star hotel wasn’t good enough for her 
— we “get it” and go from zero to face-palm in 2.9 seconds. 

People have been accusing Oda of having champagne 
tastes, but at least if the juice had been mixed with cham¬ 
pagne, we’d have understood. 

Dishonesty to the tune of $10-billion is bad, sure, but 
$16 orange juice, well, that offends our sensibilities. 

This would explain why, when reimbursing the taxpay¬ 
ers for part of her costs, Oda left a wholly unnecessary 
$ 1,000-plus limousine on the taxpayers’ bill, but made sure 
the orange juice was taken care of. She wouldn’t want to 
look bad. 

The only good news was that the relative clarity of Oda’s 
OJ scandal makes the Conservatives’ mishandling of the 
F-35 file that much clearer. 

In both cases, the Conservatives criticized the opposition 
for doing its job. Oda called her questioners “extremist,” which 
makes one hope she never becomes foreign minister. 

In both cases, they said (essentially), “There is no scandal 
here, because once we got caught, we fixed it,” which 
explains why they’re the nation’s leading experts on un¬ 
reported crime. 

And in both cases, they claimed to have followed all 
existing procedures. In the case of the F-35s, Defence Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay said the $10 billion came down to “ac¬ 
counting differences,” which is like blaming a car accident 
on “differences in direction.” 

The only real difference between the two scandals is that 
the Conservatives apologized for the orange juice. 

But if you’re still finding it hard to grasp the F-35 screw- 
up, then maybe this last comparison will help: $25 billion 
could buy Oda 1,562,500,000 glasses of Tropicana.

With all the craze around 
The Hunger Games, m 5 d:hical 
characters, underdog pro¬ 
tagonists and the quest for 
survival have become main¬ 
stream and cool. 

But reading the book or 
watching the movie will only 
go so far in satisfying what 
an imagination can hold. 

What if we really were 
fighting to stay alive against 
all odds, and against things 
we could have never pre¬ 
pared for, such as giant pup¬ 
pets and dragons? 

Well, now is the time to 
find out. Immerse yourself 
in the action with Blake Wil¬ 
liam Turner’s Beowulf the 
King, which is pla 5 dng at the 
La Cite Francophone theatre 
(8627 91 Street) until Sunday. 

Originally inspired by an 
age-old poem exploring the 
battle between superheroes 
and super-villains, includ¬ 
ing a hero called Beowulf 
and terrifying demon named 
Grendel, Turner took his 
love for the fantasy-adven¬ 
ture genre and turned it into 
one of the first action-movie 
plays. 

“There are a lot of cool 
martial arts involved, lots of 
flips and tricks,” he says. 

“Beowulf and Grendel get 


into a fight in Act 1 that’s 
seven minutes long,” Turner 
dishes. 

“It gets a cheer almost 
every single time.” 

The impressive set in¬ 
cludes two balconies, 
300-foot-tall ceiling and a 
50-foot-deep stage. 

“This is my favourite 
space next to the Citadel,” 
says Turner. 

“We get to really play with 
the audience’s sightlines and 
stack the set. It’s no prob¬ 
lem to have a 30-foot dragon 
come across the stage.” 

The fighting scenes look 
just as effortless, but make 
no mistake — many hours 
go into preparing for each 
show. 

“Every day, we have an 
hour-long fight practice,” 
Turner says of the behind- 
the-scenes prep work. 

“We practise at about 
60 per cent speed for safety 
and perform at 80 per cent, 
otherwise it’s too fast for the 
audience to see. 

“There’s also a lot of yell¬ 
ing involved, so the actors 
really need to take care of 
themselves vocally and phys¬ 
ically.” 

All their hard work seems 
to be pa 3 dng off, with some 
performances already sold 
out. 

However, tickets to the 
show are still available 
through workshopwest.org.

In a move to inject new life into 
its kooldness, 30 Rock is going 
live this week. 

It will be the second such 
outing for the NBG comedy, 
which is normally a polished, 
single-camera filmed affair. It 
went hve for a night in Octo¬ 


ber 2010 with an episode per¬ 
formed during the show’s nor¬ 
mal time slot, then re-staged for 
West Goast viewers. 

The same plan will be fol¬ 
lowed this Thursday: Origin¬ 
ating from NBG’s Studio 8H 
(fabled home of Saturday Night 
live), 30 Rock will air live for 
viewers in the Eastern and 
Gentral time zones at 8:30 p.m. 
EDT, then be reprised at 8:30 
PDT for the rest of viewers. 

The theme of the episode 
plays into the idea of live vs. 
Filmed. The Kabletown corpor¬ 
ate bosses announce they will 


no longer pay for live produc¬ 
tion of TGS (the fictitious show- 
within-a-show produced by liz 
Lemon, played by 30 Rock star 
Tina Fey). 

30 Rock could use a little 
excitement. Although highly 
acclaimed and richly awarded 
during its six seasons, it has 
begun to lose the comic edge 
that set it apart. And, while 
never a ratings juggernaut, 
it has seen its audience fur¬ 
ther soften this season (just 3 
million viewers tuned in last 
week).

CinemaCon attendees got a 
first look at 10-minutes of 
footage of Peter Jackson’s 
upcoming the Hobbit: an Un¬ 
expected Journey, due in the¬ 
atres this December. 

But the main curiosity 
over the new film — the 
first of two based on J.R.R. 
Tolkien’s book — wasn’t so 
much the film itself, but how 
it was shot: Jackson filmed 
the Hobbit at 48 frames per 
second, double the normal 
speed of film. Jackson, via 
a video introduction, main¬ 
tained that the higher frame 
rate creates a smoother image 
for the viewer. 

“The movement feels 
more real,” Jackson said. “It’s 
much more gentle on the 
eyes.” 


But viewers at the con¬ 
vention — mostly cinema 
owners and press — weren’t 
convinced, and film bloggers 
were fast and furious with 
their criticism. 

“The movement of the ac¬ 
tors looked... strange. Almost 
as if the performances had 
been partly sped up,” said 
Slashfilm’s Peter Sciretta. “It 
didn’t look cinematic.” 

And Devin Faraci of Badass 
Digest offered, “Here’s what 
The Hobbit looked like to me: 
a hi-def version of the 1970s I, 
Claudius. 

It is drenched in a TV-like 

— specifically ’70s-era BBC 

— video look. People on Twit¬ 
ter have asked if it has that 


soap-opera look you get from 
badly calibrated TVs at Best 
Buy, and the answer is an em¬ 
phatic YES.” 

The film is far from fin¬ 
ished, of course, as some of 
the footage included green 
screens where scenery will be 
digitally added. 

That also means Jackson 
has time to tweak the look of 
the film. 

But the question remains: 
No matter how it’s refined, 
will this “future of film” — as 
Jackson, James Cameron and 
others have asserted — be 
embraced by general audi¬ 
ences?

There are few technologies 
that are set to change the 
world the way 3D is pos¬ 
itioned to. 

These two are on the fore¬ 
front of this emerging new 
trend. 

Televisions that can dis¬ 
play 3D images are already 
on the market, and some 
companies have started mar¬ 
keting 3D projectors for the 
home theater market. 

Combine that with immer¬ 
sive video game systems like 
the Xbox Kinect, which uses 


the player’s body movements 
as a guide instead of a con¬ 
troller, and “going into the 
game” suddenly seems like 
more than a sales pitch. 

3D printing 

In what’s expected to be 
possibly the biggest techno¬ 
logical advancement of the 
decade — and multibillion- 
dollar industry in just a few 
years — 3D printing is al¬ 
ready making real life feel 
like science fiction and re¬ 
defining what it means to 


“print” something. 

The technology is already 
in use to transform digital 
data into solid objects like 
jewelry protot 3 ?pes, architec¬ 
ture models, replacement 
bones and joints and correct¬ 
ive dental products. 

The biggest potential ap¬ 
plication of the technology, 
though, is using chemical 
compound packages that 
could someday enable pa¬ 
tients to print out their medi¬ 
cations at home.

It’s red, but it isn’t red hot. 
And that’s why red-curry 
paste is the sort of curry the 
average Canadian is going 
to love. 

Curry pastes — which 
are used in Thai, Indones¬ 
ian, Malaysian and Indian 
cooking — combine dry 
spices with ground fresh 
herbs and roots, garlic, chil- 
ies and other ingredients 
to form thick pastes. These 
often are classified by col¬ 
our. 

Green-curry paste, for 
example, is a fiery Thai 
blend that combines green 
chilies, lemon grass, garlic, 
shrimp paste and kaffir lime 
leaves. It usually is blended 
with coconut milk to season 
beef, pork and chicken. 

Yellow-curry paste is 
a bit milder and usually 
sports garlic, lemon grass, 
galangal, cumin, cinnamon 
and turmeric. It’s popular 
for adding to soups. 

But the most versatile 
and widely used is red-curry 
paste, a mash of red chilies, 
coriander roots and leaves, 
shrimp paste, lemon grass, 
garlic, shallots and galan¬ 
gal. 

It’s got some kick, but it 
won’t sear your mouth. It’s 
used with everything from 
chicken, duck and beef to 
pork and shrimp. And it 
lands in everything from 
stews, curries and soups to 
dressings, marinades and 
condiments. 

Conveniently, red-curry 
paste also is the easiest var¬ 
iety to find at the local gro¬ 
cer. It usually is packed in 
small glass jars or cans and 
can be found in the Asian 
section. Once opened, the 
remainder can be refriger¬ 
ated for months. 

Here, it’s used to make 
Red Curry Chicken Noodles. 

1. Bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to a boil. Add 
the fettuccine pasta and 
cook according to package 
directions. Drain and set 
aside. 


Ingredients 


• 12-oz package fresh fettuc¬ 
cine pasta 

• 1 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 large yellow onion, diced 

• 1 red bell pepper, cored and 
diced 

• 14-oz can coconut milk 

• 1 1/2 to 2 1/2 tbsp 



2. Meanwhile, in a large 
saute pan over medium- 
high, heat the olive oil. Add 
the onion and bell pepper, 
then saute until tender, 
about 10 minutes. Add the 
coconut milk and red curry 
paste. Stir until the curry 
paste and coconut milk are 
smooth, then bring to a 
simmer. 

3. Chop or pull the chicken 
meat into bite-size chunks, 
then add to the coconut 
milk mixture. Toss well to 
coat evenly. If the meat is 
cold, return to a simmer. 
Stir in the cilantro. 

4. Serve the fettuccine 
pasta topped with the 
chicken. Alternatively, add 
the drained pasta to the pan 
with the chicken and toss 
to mix. Just before serving, 
squeeze a bit of lime juice 
over each plate.

Hello Devi, 

Great news — all may not 
be lost! Put the comforter 
back in the washing machine 
(ideally a front loader) and 
wash it with cold water and 
a quarter the amoimt of soap 
that you would normally use. 

After it’s been washed put 
it into the dryer and make 
sure to include several tennis 
balls in white tube socks. 

As the comforter is drying, 
turn off the automatic sensor 
and leave it in the dryer for at 
least a good two hours. This 
will allow both the outside 
and inside to dry properly. 
Good luck!
